A recent report shows that the 


Tri-County Council has 
$371,604.54 available in re 
volving loan funds to assist 


businesses in Garrett and Al 
legany counties. TCC’s third 
member county, Washington, is 
not participating in the pro- 
gram started with a $500,000 
federal EDA grant and $125,060 
from the two counties 

That report shows that ten re- 
volving loans have been issued 
in Garrett County and five in Al- 
legany County 

The ten Garrett County loans 
created 271 jobs and that 
$323,955.32 was issued in loan 
money; $893,500 written in bank 
loans secured by $239,000 in 
equity capital. 

The county also earned 
$43,676.54 and $133,747.22 in 
principal paybacks after start- 
ing out with $312,500. Audit and 
other charges accounted for 
$1,550 so the county still has 
available $164,418.44 for 
business loans. 

The information was pre- 
sented August 29 by Michael V. 
Bell, revolving loan adminis- 
trator for TCC.

A regional! effort to promote 
Western Maryland tourism and 
landfill problems were the main 
topics of discussion at last 
Thursday’s meeting of Western 
Maryland County Com- 
missioners at the Will O’ the 
Wisp on Deep Creek Lake 

The five-county association 
discussed a proposal to institute 
a cooperative effort to promote 
tourism in the area. Partici- 
pating counties would be asked 
to contribute $10,000 each to 
fund the project 

The association voted to 
consider the proposal, with Gar- 
rett, Frederick and Carroll 
Counties wanting to see a 
specific plan before committing 
funds to the project 

The association's Tourism 
Development Committee will 
develop a more specific plan for 
consideration at a future meet- 
ing of the association 

Allegany and Washington 
County Commissioners ex- 
pressed support for the project. 
“United we stand, divided we 
fall,’ was the comment of 
Francis Philpot, Allegany 
County Commissioner. 

Commissioner Elwood 
Groves said that discussion of 
landfills brought to light similar 
problems experienced by all the 
counties in that area. Among 
the common problems he 
mentioned were the location of

Supreme Court, United Way of 
America, and other com- 
mercial portrait, wedding and 
news photographers. 

Adams plans to expand his 
business to include the offering 
of top-quality professional 
seminars and overnight service 
to local convention centers, 
which he said are in need of 
such services to attract con- 
vention business 

A minimum of seven employ- 
ees will staff the facility in the 
beginning, according to Adams, 
who said that the business has a 
growth potential to support

rhere will be a display at the 
Ruth Enlow Library in Oakland 
throughout the week consisting 
of the winners of the poster 
contest currentiy being 
sponsored by the squad. 

On Monday at the squad hall, 
located on Oak Street, Oakland, 
there will be a demonstration of 
the Seatbelt Convincer, a device 
which demonstrates in ‘‘con- 
vincing”’ fashion the necessity 
of using seat belts. 

The Convincer is designed so 
that a participant can be belted 
into a car seat with both a lap 
belt and shoulder harness. The 
cart on which the seat is 
mounted is then released from 
the top of the unit’s inclined 
rails, attaining a descent rate of 
approximately seven miles per 
hour. Upon reaching the bottom 
of the inclined rails, the cart 
jolts to an abrupt stop against a 
pair of rubber bumpers. The 
impact helps demonstrate the 
need for all occupants of auto- 
mobiles to use seat belts and 
harnesses. 

The public is invited to partic- 
pate in the demonstration, 
which will be from 6 to 9 p.m. 

The Convincer will be used 
for driver’s education classes at 
Southern High School on Tues- 
day.

failed to pay amounts allocated 
for its share of the construction 
and operation of the Trout Run 
facility and the sanitary district 
filed suit.

However, there are still pa- 
tients who are dead on arrival 
at the hospital because the pre- 
hospital care providers were 
unable to arrive on the scene 
fast enough to start treatment. 
Moreover, there is probably a 
minimum response time that no 
improvement in the EMS 
System will be able to shorten. 

For example, it is highly un- 
likely that the average response 
time could ever be shortened to 
less than six minutes, the maxi- 
mum time that a person who 
stops breathing has to live. 

This gap in the ability of the 
formal EMS System to respond 
to emergencies can be filled 
only by the general public. A 
passerby frequently is the first 
person on the scene of an 
emergency. That person can 
make the difference between 
life and death for a victim of ill- 
ness or injury by his or her 
abilty to render immediate first 
aid until professional help 
arrives.

Annual Report 
Released By 
Local Hospice 


Hospice of Garrett County, 
Inc., has presented its Annual 
Report for Fiscal Year 1984 

The Hospice Program is 
organized for the following pur- 
poses 

(1) To provide psychological, 
spiritual and physical support 
to the dying patient and their 
family. 

(2) To help the terminally ill 
patient remain home as long as 
possible or as long as he/she 
desires. 

(3) To control distressing 
symptoms and prevent further 
complications as much as possi- 
ble. 

(4) To educate the community 
concerning the Hospice 
philosophy and the needs of 
those who are seriously ill or 
dying. 

(5) To be “care effective” as 
well as ‘‘cost effective” through 
utilization of community 
sources and provision of Hos- 
pice services with both in- 
patients and outpatients. 

Hospice received its first 
patient.February 4, 1983, and 
cared for 23 people through 
June 21, 1984. There were 14 
men and nine women, with an 
age range of 15 to 88, with the 
primary diagnosis being 
cancer. The average length of 
Hospice care was 76 days. Eigh- 


re- 


nat d during th 
year, six at home, seven in a 
hospital, five in a nursing home 
or elsewhere. Length of Hospice 
treatment ranged from two to 
365 days. 

Hospice care relies heavily on 
volunteers to augment profes- 
services and provide 
emotional and practical support 
to patients and their families. 
During the year, three volun- 
teer training classes for 31 per- 
sons were held at Garrett Com- 
munity College, and volunteers 
were assigned to 21 patients 

Administrative and operative 
costs come primarily from a 
grant obtained from the Public 
Welfare Foundation. Hospice 
cash donations amounted to 
$3,776, used for volunteer 
recruitment, training, bro- 
chures, and patient support. 
The total cost of Hospice for 
F Y1984 was $24,259.

driller this week to drill four 


experimental wells near 
Grantsville and Keyser Ridge 
to evaluate whether new wells 

ould be a solution to many 


property owners’ problems with 
contaminated wells. 

T. Wallace Beaulieu, SHA 
administrator for District 6, an- 
nounced late last week that four 
property owners have given 
permission for the test wells. 
The SHA will pay for drilling 
costs, casing and grouting as 


they gather data about the 
feasibility of drilling wells to 
end problems with salt- 


contaminated water. 

Joe Dorsey, assistant 
administrator for the district, 
said this morning that three of 
the wells will be located be- 
tween Grantsville and Route 219 
north. The fourth well will be in 
the Keyser Ridge vicinity. The 
engineers are hopeful that deep 
wells, cased and grouted for a 
great part of their depth, will 
end problems encountered by 
many property owners who feel 
their shaliow wells or springs 
have been contaminated by salt 
runoff from snow removal oper- 
ations. The proposals have gone 
to well drillers who are to re- 

pond by the end of this week. 

If this seems to be the solution 
to the water problems, then the

DNR To Issue 
3,000 Antlerless 
Deer Permits 


The Department of Natural 
Resources announced at a 
public meeting last night that 
3,000 anterless deer permits will 
be issued in the county, the 
same number as last year. 

In response to numerous com- 
plaints voiced at an earlier 
public meeting, however, the 
DNR will be issuing additional 
antlerless permits in areas 
where severe crop damage has 
been encountered over the last 
few years. These permits will 
be used during the regular 
antlerless season, and the land- 
owner will be responsible for 
seeing that a list of the hunters 
who will be eligible to use the 
additional permits on his prop- 
erty is given to DNR personnel 

A hunter will not be permitted 
to kill more than one antleress 
deer. 

Most of the 30 or more per- 
sons who turned out at the Gar- 
rett Community College audi- 
torium Wednesday night 
seemed satisfied with DNR’s 
attempt to resolve the deer 
damage problem, according 
to Al Bourgeois, district wildlife 
manager for Garrett County. 
Moderator was Bob Miller, di- 
rector of the forest game pro- 
gram for DNR. Others present 
from DNR were Donald Mac- 
Laughlan, director of the Mary- 
land Forest, Parks and Wildlife 
Service, and Ed Golden, 
regional director. Del. George 


Edwards was also present, 
along with a _ representative 
from Sen. John Bambacus’ 
office 


Bourgeois also pointed out 
that the DNR will be looking 
into the possibility of instituting 
zones for next year and will wel- 
come comments on the issue 
during the annual meeting on 
hunting regulations.

statement by David W. Horn- 
beck, state superintendent of 
schools. 

Hornbeck’s report noted that 
on functional tests of ninth 
grade students in reading, 
writing, and mathematics, 
scores are up across the board. 
On nationally normed tests, 
such as the California Achieve- 
ments Tests, which are taken 
by third, fifth and eighth 
graders, all three grades per- 
formed significantly above the 
national norms. 

It was stated in the report 
that the third grade, which be- 
gan this series in 1980 below 
national norms, are now 
scoring above the norms across 
the board. 

The report also noted that 
Maryland student performance 
on the Scholastic Achievement 
Test has shown steady improve- 
ment for the past several years. 
For more that a decade there 
had been a steady decline in test 
scores.

cational areas would also be re- 
designed and enlarged. More 
space would be added in the 
special education areas to 
better accommodate the handi- 
capped. 

Lupis will request planning 
approval for the proposed reno- 
vations to Southern High School 
at the October meeting with the 
IACPSC. The work envisioned 
for SHS would involve the reno- 
vation of existing facilities to 
provide more space in the areas 
of art, English, music, physical 
education, science, foreign 
language, and special edu- 
cation. Provisions would also be 
and improved administrative 
and improved adminsitrative 
spaces. This project is 
scheduled to begin in 1987.

1985, while granting an average 
of 11.7 percent discount over the 
same period of time. 

The annual operating budget 
and grants budget combined 
has risen from $262,222 in 1984 to 
an estimated $536,490 for 1985. 

Under capital improvements 
$127,575 from EPA and state 
funds and $18,225 of local 
monies were provided for re- 
pair and upgrading of the sewer 
system throughout the town. 

The state is granting $51,680 
for the extension of sewer 
service along Broadford Road 
and the Manor Mart area. Total 
cost to the town will not exceed 
$26,000, the mayor said. 

Program Open Space is pro- 
viding $81,024 for improve- 
ments to the playground on L 
Street. Total cost of the project 
is $92,774. 

The town has been successful 
in convincing the state that a 
portion of the local funds for re- 
pair and maintenance of the 
sewer system should be repaid 
and $15,000 has been promised. 

Also, town officials have con- 
tracted with the Institute for 
Governmental Programs and a 
local attorney for revision of the 
comprehensive development 
plan and the zoning ordinance 
both of which are approximate- 
ly ten years old. 

The mayor also publicly 
announced his intention to re- 
submit the tax differential to 
the commissioners for recon- 
sideration in the upcoming 
fiscal year. 

The mayor also pointed out 
that since he began in that po- 
sition in 1977, the Park has ex- 
pended $122,000 in road paving 
for the 31 miles of streets in the 
town. This amount does not in- 
clude funds expended for tar 
and chipping, patching pot- 
holes, cleaning ditches, etc. 

The mayor concluded his re- 
marks by saying “It is my 
opinion that the town has main- 
tained a high level of service to 
the residents of this community 
at one of the lowest municipal 
tax rates throughout the state of 
Marvland I 
proud of the progre 
made in Mtn Park over 
the past several years and I ap- 
preciate the support and hard 
work you, our elected officials 
and our town employees have 
given in order to achieve this 
success.”

Dietary sources are pre 
ferred, because this calcium is 
absorbed more efficiently, and 
provides calcium in the correct 
proportion to protein, vitamin 
D, phosphorus and fiber, all of 
which influence how much cal- 
cium you need. 

If it is not possible to take in 
dietary calcium, a 
supplement may be necessary 
Supplements, however, differ 
tremendously. None are pure 
calcium. Care should be taken 
to read the label carefully so the 
amount of elemental calcium 
can be distinguished from the 
amount of the entire compound. 
Calcium carbonate is probably 
the best choice because it pro- 
vides the most calcium and is 
the least expensive form. While 
antiacids such as Tums provide 
a convenient form of calcium 
carbonate, preparations cor 
taining aluminum may actually 
increase calcium loss from 
bones. Calcium supplemen- 
tation has little risk up to 2 
grams per day. Vitamin .D, 
which is important for the 
absorption and utilization of 
calcium, is much more toxic 
and supplementation is not 
generally recommended.

The Mt. Top Chapter of Ducks 
Unlimited will hold its fifth 
annual banquet at Point View 
Inn, Deep Creek Lake, on 
Wednesday, October 17, at 5:30 
p.m., according to Phil David- 
son, chapter chairman. It is 
open to all persons interested in 
the future of North American 
waterfowl, Davidson said. 

“The Ducks Unlimited suc- 
cess story in really starting to 
spread around,” Davidson said. 
“Banquets like our chapter 
event held throughout the 
country last year contributed to 
Ducks Unlimited’s national 
fund-raising effort which raised 
$38.2 million during 1983 alone. 
That total must increase this 
year if the North American 
waterfowl habitat race is to be 
won,” 

According to DU officials, 
70%, of North America’s water- 
fowl production occurs in 
Canada. Since federal duck 
stamp dollars cannot spent 
beyond U.S. borders, sportsmen 
funds earmarked for waterfowl 
conservation are not getting to 
the places where the great per- 
centage of production takes 
place. Through Ducks Un- 
limited, over $237 million has 
been raised in this country since 
1937, most of which has been 
sent to Ducks Unlimited in 
Canada to reserve millions of 
acres of prime habitat encom- 
passing over 2,400 wetland proj- 
ects. 

Davidson said that biologists 
estimate that millions of addi- 
tional acres of habitat must be 
reserved in order to stabilize 
North America’s waterfowl 
population. ‘‘When you consider 
that habitat today is diminish- 
ing due to agricultural and 
development pressures, and 
that DU is the only non-profit 
conservation organization in 
volved in the Canadian water- 
fowl habitat race, you can begin 
to see the significance attached 
to the organization’s fund-rais- 
ing events,”’ he stated. 

Tickets for the banquet, 
which are $30 single, $40 couple, 
include a one-year DU member- 
ship and a subscription to the 
organization's magazine. Per- 
sons may contact Davidson at 
334-5822 for tickets and further 
details.

DNR Planning To 
Stock Ringnecks 





The ringnecked pheasant 
may make 4 comeback in Gar- 
rett County in the next few 
years if plans by the Depart- 
ment of Natural Resources be- 
come reality. 

According to DNR personnel, 
landowners in the northern part 
of the county have given per- 
mission to have ringnecks turn 
ed out on their properties. The 
ringnecks will be trapped in 
funnel traps in Washington 
County this fall and brought 
here. The DNR is seeking farm- 
land which offers abundant 
winter cover and small grain 
crops. The birds are especially 
fond of corn, as noted by Al 
Bourgeois, district wildlife 
manager. 

Josh Sandt, upland program 
manager for the Maryland 
Forest, Park and Wildlife 
Service of DNR, announced re- 
cently that surveys done by 
Bourgeois show that area farm- 
lands are very similar to those 
in southern Pennsylvania which 
support flourishing flocks of 
ringneck pheasants. 

Presently, the Clear Spring 
area is as far west in Maryland 
as the game birds now live. 

Previous stocking of the birds 
has proved unsuccessful. Birds 
from hatcheries apparently 
were unable to forage 
sufficiently to survive the harsh 
winters. 

Bourgeois also said that al- 
though the stocking is part of 
the state’s comprehensive wild- 
life plan, the state should insti- 


gate closed seasons on the 


pheasants in the county until 
flocks can get established.

Forage Analysis 

Knowing the nutritional value of your silages, etc., is 
extremely important in providing a well-balanced ration for your 
animals. Guessing or using book values is taking a big chance. 

I have the 
kits available in my office. A good time to collect your sample is 
when the silage is being put into the silo. Put your samples in a 
plastic bag and refrigerate until you can send them in. 
Test—Don't Guess! 

Alfalfa—Phytophthora Root Rot 

Last week when the soil was dry I had several calls 
concerning Alfalfa plants dying. In almost all cases I found 
Phytophthora Root Rot. This disease destroys the top root and 
side roots. The reason the symptoms were so prevalent last week 
was because of an adequate root system and dry soil the plant 
could not take up needed moisture. Using Root Rot disease 
resistant varieties is probably the best method to avoid serious 
problems. During the last five years the University of Maryland 
has researched several Alfalfa varieties that have shown disease 
resistance. The top ten are as follows: DeKalb 120, Trident, 
DeKalb 130, Olympic, Apollo, Pioneer Brand 531, Hi-Phy; WL 312, 
WL 220, and Weevichek

Notification Of 
Acreage, Yield 
To Be Mailed 


Farmers in Maryland soon 
will receive notification of their 
1985 base acreage and yields. 
Olin S. Davis, Jr., chairman of 
the Maryland State ASC Com- 
mittee, says the notices are 
scheduledd to be mailed by 
October 1. 

Producers who want to estab- 
lish proven yields for 1985 wheat 
or feed grain crops should as- 
semble proof of production rec- 
ords for their 1984, 1983, and 
1982 crops. To request a proven 
yield for a particular crop, the 
producer must collect data for 
all farms on which the crop was 
grown. ‘‘The farmer is also re- 
quired to keep all production 
evidence separate for each year 
and for each farm,”’ Davis said. 

The signup period for the 1985 
Feed Grain and Wheat program 
will be October 15 through 
March 1. The recently an- 
nounced feed grain program 
requires a 10 percent acreage 
reduction to obtain eligibility 
for deficiency payments and 
commodity loans. While the 
1985 wheat program requires a 
30 percent reduction, 10 percent 
which is paid diversion and 20 
percent acreage reduction. The 
wheat paid diversion rate is 
$2.70 per bushel. 

At the time they sign up, pro- 
ducers may request an advance 
payment of 50 percent of their 
projected 1985 deficiency and 
diversion payments. U.S. 
Department of Agriculture esti- 
mates that per bushel de- 
ficiency payment rates will be: 
corn, 47 cents; sorghum, 46 
cents; harley, 44 cents and 
wheat $1.08. Davis encouraged 
farmers to submit the required 
proven yield production evi- 
dence as soon as possible so that 
projected 1985 payments could 
be determined using the proven 
yield.

Still No Relief 
For Dry Conditions 


Only light scattered showers 
fell in Maryland for the fourth 
consecutive week, which 
further depleted soil moisture. 
Topsoil and subsoil moisture re- 
mains short in Southern Mary- 
land, west of the Bay and on the 
Shore, and adequate in North 
Central and Western areas. 

The condition of the field corn 
crop remains good to excellent. 
All corn has passed the dough 
stage, equal to 1983 and the 
average. Corn is 95 percent 
dented, ahead of 1985s 80 per- 
cent and the average of 85 per- 
cent. One-quarter of the corn is 
mature. This progess is well be- 
hind 1983 when 50 percent was 
mature and the average of 55 
percent. Silage now 65 per- 
cent cut, compared to 75 per- 
cent for last year and average. 
Ten percent of the corn for 
grain is combined, slightly be- 
hind the 15 percent normally 
combined by this date 
Barley, rye and some oats are 
being planted. Rain will be 
soon to germinate the 
sariey t lo percent 
planted, equal to the average 
but ahead of last year’s five per- 
cent planted. Rye is five per- 
cent planted. Last year rye 
planting was just beginning in a 
few fields. The average rye 
planted percentage is 10 per- 
cent. Oats is being planted in a 
few scattered fields. 

Dry weather has slowed hay 
growth. The fourth cutting of 
alfalfa hay is 35 percent com- 
plete, compared to 55 percent 
for last year and average.

Bambacus Wants 
Vo Taxes On 


Soctal Security 

Senator John N. Bambacus 
(R-Allegany, Garrett) has 
announced that he has pre-filed 
legislation to prevent the state 
of Maryland from taxing Social 
Security benefits. 

The proposal, co-sponsored 
with Senator Arthur Dorman 


(D-Prince George’s) would pro- 
vide for the subtraction from 
federal gross income of any 
amounts received by in- 
dividuals under Title [I of the 
Social Security Act. 

“Too many of our senior 
citizens are affected by the new- 
ly-enacted federal tax on Social 
Security income,” Bambacus 
commented. “I believe that’s 
not fair, and will do everything I 
can to keep this state from add- 
ing to the burden of taxes on the 


elderly.” 

Bambacus went on to express 
his disappointment that no 
special session of the Legis- 
lature would be called to 
consider the “T am en- 
couraged, however, by Senate 
President Steinberg’s commit- 
ment to passing any changes as 
emergency legislation. We 
must not let another tax year 
get by without resolving this 
question before the April 1985 
filing deadline.”

Miss Wolter casts 
shadow on Hollywood

HOLLYWOOD There's a 
big difference between acting 
in a daytime soap opera and 
acting in a show that is aired 
during prime-time. The differ- 
ence, Sherilyn Wolter found, is 
in the way the Hollywood 
establishment looks at the 
two.

Reeves claimed that Wotring 
had offered him money to kill 
someone she had believed 
murdered her husband. She 
reportedly instructed Reeves to 
wait for his victim in the 
darkened garage at her home in 
Cresaptown on November 18, 
1983 

Wotring claimed that it was 
her intent to dress in men’s 
clothing so that the hired killer 
would murder her in reality. In 
stead, she was the one arrested 
that night. 

Wotring said she felt the only 
way she could protect her 
children was to ‘‘remove’”’ her- 
self after she had received a 
note threatening her two 
children. 

In June, a jury found Mrs 
Wotring not guilty of the 
murder of her husband, Ronald 
K. Wotring. Six members of 
that panel were on the jury 
which found her guilty Friday 

Wotring who claimed she hax 


lost her husband, her job 
most of her friends, stated, 
‘‘When my children were 
threatened, I snapped. There 
was nothing worth living for 
after that.” 

She also said that she wanted 
Reeves to kill her, but told him 
someone else was to be the 
victim because he would not 
have done it otherwise. 

Reeves reportedly taped the 
conversation between him and 
Wotring concerning the murder 
lot and turned the tape into the 


police. Reeves said he con- 
tacted police because ‘I didn’t 


want to be involved or see any- 
body else get hurt.’ 

Several officers, including 
Tfc. Martin Tichnell, were on a 
stakeout the night of the in- 
tended murder at Wotring’s 
home. Tichnell said he saw a 
woman he later learned was 


Mrs. Wotring go twice to the 
garage, staying there briefly. 
He said the Wotring car was 


driven away, and on its return 
Wotring was arrested. The only 
person with her was her seven- 
year-old son 

Defense attorney Louis A 
Fatkin, asked during the trial 

Why do I say she is innocent’ 
It is a matter of court record - 
the longest trial in Allegany 
County history, and she was 
found not guilty.’’ He further 
went on to say, “Her husband 
died, and on that day she died. 
Since that day she has died even 
more.’ 

Fatkin also attacked Reeves 
credibility charging that 
Reeves admitted to lapses of 
memory from drinking beer 
while taking ‘‘nerve medicine.” 

Fatkin also asked, ‘‘Is there 
no bending of the law, a little 
this or that, depending 
upon the circumstances?”

School Bus Safety 
Week Designated 


The Garrett County Commis- 
sioners, in conjunction with the 
superintendent of county 
schools, have announced that 
the week of October 7-13 is 
School Bus Safety Week in Gar 
rett County. 

‘In Garrett County we have 
88 school bus routes. They 
transport more than 5,000 stu- 
dents to and from school each 
school day and travel nearly 
a year,”’ said 
Michael Sines, supervisor of 
transportation for the Board. 
‘During School Bus Safety 
week we want to inform the 
citizens of Garrett County about 
our pupil transportation pro- 
gram. We are also asking for 
their cooperation in helping us 
to maintain or even improve 
our safety record. Our Garrett 
County school bus drivers are 
doing a great job, but they need 
the cooperation of other motor- 
ists,”’ he said 
of the most common 
driver complaints, according to 
Sines is that other motorists fre- 
quently violate the school bus 
stop law. Motorists are required 
to stop for school buses that are 
displaying flashing red lights. 
Sometimes the drivers are not 
fully alert and pass a stopped 
school bus. “This is a very 
dangerous situation for the chil- 
dren, especially the younger 
ones who may not be watching 
traffic as closely as they 
should,”’ he said 

‘Our main concern is safety. 
We maintain our buses in safe 
condition and they are in- 
spected in coordination with the 
Motor Vehicle Administration,” 
stated Sines

CONSERVING 
ENERGY AT HOME 

The average home can lose 
more than twenty-five percent 
of its heat through windows. 
But, windows can be treated to 
reduce heat loss and to save 
energy when proper measures 
are taken. Here are some 
suggestions: 

*Keep windows clean all 
winter so sunlight can warm the 
house on bright days. Dirty 
windows deflect the sun’s rays. 

*On cloudy days, and at night, 
bring energy leakage to a mini- 
mum by covering windows with 
shades, sheer curtains and lined 
drapes.

“The win really built some 
character on our team that will 
come in handy down the road,” 
he said, referring to the fact 
that the Rams were down 10-0 to 
a home team that was unde- 
feated and came back to win.

However, if it is inconvenient 
to pick up additional tags or if 
the original has been mis- 
placed, the department will 
accept a homemade tag if it in- 
cludes the following infor- 
mation: date of kill, county of 
kill, hunter’s name and hunter’s 
license number. 

The DNR also notes that 
license agents have an adequ- 
ate supply of tags. The re- 
designed tag is expected to save 
thousands of dollars and allow 
DNR to better serve the hunting 
community, according to a 
news release late last week 
from the DNR Assistance and 
Information Office.

James W. Peck, Director of 
the Water Resources Adminis- 
tration of the Maryland Depart- 
ment of Natural Resources, has 
announced proposed revisions 
to the Oil Pollution Control 
Regulations which contain 
significant changes in require- 
ments for installation and main- 
tenance of underground oil fa- 
cilities. 

Peck says the proposed regu- 
lations have been revised to re- 
flect the administration’s ex 
periences in controlling and re- 
sponding to oil spills statewide. 
The administration has worked 
over the past two years with 
members of the industry and 
others interested in oil spill pre- 
vention before proposing these 
regulations.

Statistics released by Peck 
show an appreciable increase in 
the numbers of underground oil 
leaks occurring in Maryland in 
the last several years. Some 38 
were reported in fiscal year 
1980; 38 in 1981; 31 in 1982; 77 in 
1983 and 117 in 1984. 

Peck feels the proposed regu- 
lations are designed to reduce 
problems with new under- 
ground facilities and provide 


better monitoring and control 
for older facilities. Sections will 
establish 
standards requiring use of 
corrosive-resistant tanks and 
lines, and installation of 
monitoring wells in a tank field 

The proposed regulation 
require testing of underground 
storage systems that are over 
15 years old and that do not 
meet the revised 
standards. The tests mu 
conducted every five years 

The proposed regulations also 
require permits for all « oil fa- 
cilities with the exception of 
storage facilities at single 
family residences and for 
personal use. 

The administration has 
clarified oil spill reporting re- 
sponsibilities so that spills are 
to be reported immediately or 
at a maximum of two hours 
from the time of the incident.

Dr. M.B. Tesar of Michigan State University found 
through his research that fertilizing Alfalfa after the first cutting 
has no advantage over fertilizing in the fall. From a fertility 
standpoint, Alfalfa can be fertilized almost any time. But fall 
application does offer advantages not found in the spring. The soil 
is generally dry, so there is little danger of unnecessary soil com- 
paction. Also, fall-applied potassium and boron improve winter 
hardiness. Alfalfa is a hungry crop - 75 to 100 Ibs, of P205, 300 to 
400 Ibs. of K20, 40-45 lbs. of Sulfur, and 2 to 3 lbs. of boron per acre 
may need to be added each year to replace nutrients removed by 6 
to 8 tons of Alfalfa Hay. Alfalfa is the nation’s leading hay crop, 
but it may also be used for grazing and silage or haylage. Of all 
commonly-grown forages, it is among the highest in feeding value 
and has the highest yield potential, of all adapted perennial 
forage legumes. Because of its versatility, yield potential and 
quality, Alfalfa can be used successfully in all livestock feeding 
programs. Soil tests and plant analysis are the best guides of 
plant nutrients needed for higher yields, better quality and 
greater profits. Top-dress Alfalfa this fall with adequate potash 
and phosphate fertilizers—fortified with boron and sulfur—to 
prevent winter kill, prolong life of the stand and to maximize

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Police Concerned 
About Upward 
Speeding Trend 


Maryland State Police have 
noticed a continuing upward 
trend in the speeds on state’s 
highways during the past year 

Speed surveys conducted by 
the State Highway Ad- 
ministration indicate that over 
48 percent of persons 
using the Maryland highways 
are exceeding 60 miles per 
hour. This high percentage 
disturbs state police, since the 
national maximum speed limit 
of 55 miles per hour has been in 
effect since the mid-seventies 

During 1983, 130,400 
speeding tickets were issued by 
state troopers, an increase of 15 
percent over the 1982 figure of 
113,500 

State police say the cause of 
the increased speeds is the 
availability of fuel and stable 
fuel prices 

In order to help curtail this in- 
crease in speeding, state police 
have increased patrols and are 
using unconventional speed 
enforcement programs on high 
non-compliance roads.

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Kit Prepared To 
Handle Complaints 
To General Motors 


Maryland Attorney General 
Stephen H. Sachs announced 
this week that the Consumer 
Protection Division of his office 
has prepared a detailed media- 
tion/arbitration kit to assist 
consumers who use a new pro- 
gram set up by the Federal 
Trade Commission to resolve 
long-standing complaints about 
General Motors cars. 

“We know of at least 1,250 
Marylanders who already have 
filed complaints with the FTC 
about the transmissions, cam- 
shafts and valve lifters and 
diesel engines in their GM cars, 
and we expect—and hope—to 
hear from hundreds more who 
can use our kit to help solve 
their problems,’’ Sachs said. 

The FTC filed formal charges 
against General Motors in 1980, 
alleging that the ‘‘THM-200” 
automatic transmissions, the 
camshafts and valve lifters in 
certain gasoline engines, and 
the fuel injection pumps and 
fuels injections in certain diesel 
GM cars were defective, Sachs 
explained. The company 
recently signed an agreement 
promising to inplement a 
nationwide program to resolve 
these consumer complaints and 
all others regarding the cars’ 
powertrain through a media- 
tion/arbitration procedure 
handled by the Better Business 
Bureau, he said. 

“We think consumers should 
be armed with all the informa- 
tion they need to present a 
strong case for restitution, and 
this kit will give them impor- 
tant background material on 
the history of their car’s defect, 
as well as helpful suggestions 
on how to prepare and present 
their complaint during the 
mediation/arbitration 
process,” Sachs said.

“This mediation effort is an 
important part of the program.

If you're able to 
agree on a restitution amount 
during mediation, you won't 
have to use the arbitration pro 
cess, which can be more time- 
consuming,”’ Cole said. ‘‘Under

FTC and GM, the burden of 
proof at the arbitration hearing 
is on the consumer to show that 
the car is defective,” he added. 

*‘But if GM does not make you 
a good offer and you decide to 
arbitrate your complaint, we 
hope that some _ special 
‘memoranda to the arbitrator’ 
that we’ve prepared will help 
consumers meet that burden of 
proof,’’ Cole said. 

Cole noted that under the pro 
cedure, each arbitrator will be 
allowed to hear only three 
cases, thus limiting the arbi- 
trator’s exposure to evidence 
that indicates the problems the 
consumers encountered are 
part of a systematic defect in 
thousands of cars. “A major 
purpose of the materials we've 
prepared is to alert arbitrators 
to the fact that the powertrain 
problems they will hear about 
in the arbitrations are not 
unique,” Cole said 

Consumers wishing to receive 
a free GM mediation/arbitra- 
tion kit should write the Con- 
sumer Protection Division of 
the Attorney General’s Office 
and ask for both the booklet 
containing general information 
on General Motors car com- 
plaints, as well as the 
“memorandum to the arbi- 
trator’? that covers their 
specific complaint. The 
memoranda cover diesel engine

Consumers may use the arbi- 
tration procedure regardless of 
the age of their car or how 
many miles are on it, and they 
are not limited to the express 
warranty given by GM, Cole 
explained. The procedure also 
is open to consumers regardless 
of whether the car has been re- 
paired or maintained by a GM 
dealer or an independent 
mechanic, and consumers are 
eligible for the process whether 
they bought the car new or 
used, and in some cases even if 
they no longer own it, he added. 

The arbitrator’s findings are 
not binding on the consumer, 
who may reject the decision and 
pursue the complaint through a 
private suit, Cole said. 

Sachs said his office wishes to 
determine how well the FTC- 
GM arbitration program works 
and will ask any consumer who 
gets the office's information kit 
to fill out a pre-printed card on 
the procedure and mail it back 
to the Consumer Protection 
Division in a stamped, self- 
addressed envelope that will be 
enclosed with the kit. 


Leaf Burning Can 
Be Hazardous 
To One’s Health 


Autumn’s annual arrival 
brings foilage and fall- 
ing leaves. State health officials 
want to remind Maryland 
citizens that while many may 
enjoy the aroma of burning 
leaves, this practice can be 
dangerous and it is illegal 
throughout much of the State. 

Smoke from burning leaves is 
dangerous for persons with 
respiratory diseases such as 
asthma, bronchitis, and 
emphysema, because it can 
aggravate the symptoms of 
these diseases. Smoke can also 
affect healthy persons by 
causing eye and nose irritation, 
fever, coughing and cramps. 

Smoke trom burning leaves 
contains a high concentration of 
pollutants, about one pound of 
air pollutants for every five 
pounds of leaves burned. Be- 
cause leaf smoke is produced 
close to the ground, it is more 
likely to be breathed before it 
has a chance to dissipate into 
the air. 

Not only does leaf burning 
cause air pollution and is a 
threat to peoples’ health, it can 
also cause property damage, 
street damage and create a fire 
hazard 

State regulations prohibit leaf 
burning wherever collection is 
available. Where leaf collection 
is not provided, burning is 
permitted as long as the fire is 
not closer than 300 feet to the 
nearest habitable building in 
the Baltimore and Washington 
metro areas, or 200 feet in the 
rest of the State 

Local ordinances may be 
more restrictive than State 
regulations. For example, leaf 
burning is prohibited in the City 
of Baltimore

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Mathias Hails 
Passage Of ACC 
Legislation 


Noting that the legislative 
history to establish an 
American Conservation Corps 
“thas been long and tortured’’, 
Senator Charles McC. Mathias, 
Jr. (R-Md.) recently praised 
the Senate for passing the bill. 

Mathias and Senator Daniel 
Patrick Moynihan (D-N.Y.) 
introduced the bill in the Senate 
in 1981 and have worked for its 





management in rural areas, as 
well as for harbor and port 
management, repair and main- 
tenance of city parks and 
energy conservation in urban 
areas 

The legislation stipulates that 
the vast majority of workers 
employed in the Corps will be 
between the ages of 16 and 25, 
and that special efforts will be 
made to recruit and enroll 
youths who are economically 
disadvantaged. 

“The beauty of this legis- 
lation is that while it addresses 
many of our environmental 
problems, it also addresses one 


of our most serious social 
problems—youth unemploy- 
ment,’’ said Mathias. 

He recalled that the 
American Conservation Corps 
“reflects the spirit of the old, 
but not forgotten, Civilian 
Conservation Corps (CCC), 


passage ever since. 

The legislation authorizes 
$225 million to be spent over the 
next three years to improve and 
upgrade the country’s natural 
and cultural resources. 

“Millions of acres of public 
rangeland are in substandard 
condition, and millions more 
are experiencing severe soil 
erosion,’’ Mathias pointed out. 
“‘Futhermore, national, state, 
and city parks are suffering 
from the effects of vastly in- 
creased public use, while the 
manpower and funds to deal 
with these effects are not avail- 
able due to tightened budgets at 
all levels of government,”’ 
Mathias added. 

“By establishing the ACC we 
can reverse the deterioration of 
our public lands caused by 
years of neglect and misuse,” 
said Mathias. 

Mathias said that the legis- 
lation will provide funding for 
reforestation, erosion and flood 
control, reciamation of strip- 
mining lands, and rangeland 
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perhaps the most popular and 


successful public works pro 
gram this country has ever 
undertaken."’ Mathias noted 


that the CCC put 2.5 million 
people to work during the De- 
pression on much-needed public 
projects all across the country. 

The ACC would be ad- 
ministered by the Departments 
of Interior and Agriculture. 

The legislation authorizes $50 
million funding for Fiscal Year 
1985, funding for 86 would be 
75 million, and funding for 1987 
would increase to $100 million. 
Under the legislation, 35 per- 
cent of the funds would go 
directly to the states to es- 
tablish programs. Maryland, 
which already operates a state 
conservation corps program, 
would be eligible for federal 
funds as soon as they become 
available.

European Corn Borer 
I have seen some real serious problems with the corn borer 

this year. If you have noticed a lot of your corn stalks broken over, 
check the stalk at the point of break. Chances are you will find the 
interior section of the chewed out. There are 2 or 3 
generations of corn borers owir rhe first 
generation’s eggs are laid by the female after the corn is at least 
12 inches tall. If the corn borer was a problem for you this year, 
close observation will be necessary next year. Treat when 50% of 
the plants show feeding in the late whorl state. There is no control 
for the second generation—the older larvae will tunnel into the 
stalk and overwinter; therefore; either plow under or rotary mow 
ld stalks this fall or early spring. If the borer was extemely high 
nnumber, y rot the field out of corn for a while.

Silo Unloader’s 
Illness Identified 


“Silo Unloader’s Syndrome,” 
an acute respiratory illness 
affecting farmers, has been 
identified, according to the 
American Lung Association of 
Maryland. Associated with the 
unloading of moldy hay and 
grains from storage silos, the 
disease appears to occur with 
unsuspected frequency, partic- 
ularly among diary farmers. 

Persons attending the com- 
bined Annual Meeting of the 
American Lung Association and 
the American Thoracic Society, 
recently heard John J. May, 
M.D., say that Silo Unloader’s 
Syndrome is different from the 
more commonly encountered 
Farmer's Lung Disease despite 
the similarity of many 
symptoms. Dr. May serves at 
the Mary Imogene Bassett 
Hospital in Cooperstown, N.Y. 

‘Silo Unloader’s Syndrome is 
usually the 
summer and early fall when 
farmers open silos in which hay 
and corn have been stored,”’ Dr. 
May said. ‘‘Because conditions 
in the silo are ideal for the 
growth of fungi—which are dry, 
light, and dusty—farmers find 
it impossible to avoid inhaling 
quantities of this toxic 
material.” 

The symptoms of the illness, 
which begin within two to 12 
hours after exposure, include 
fever, muscle pain, cough, 
chest tightness, and headache. 
These symptoms can be 
avoided by use of the proper 
respirator 

Although Silo Unloader’s Syn- 
drome is not as serious as 
Farmer’s Lung Disease, 14 of 
the 37 cases described by Dr. 
May were hospitalized for an 
average of four days, and 128 
days of work were lost by the 
entire groups of patients 

“Because this disease is not 
well known by emergency room 
and other hospital personnel, 
almost all of these cases were 
initially misdiagnosed as 
Farmer's Lung Disease or 
other respiratory illnesses,” 
Dr. May said 

Dr. May presented his paper 
at the Epidemiological Studies 
of Occupational Lung Dis- 
ease/Scientific Assembly on 
Environmental and Occu- 
pational Health. His co-workers 
in the study were L. Stallones 
and DS. Pratt.

Restrictions On 
Poultry Lifted 


Effective immediately, 
restriction imposed by the 
Maryland Department of Agri- 
culture on the sale of poultry at 
auction markets and the 
congregations of birds of any 
species are rescinded. This 
announcement was made today 
by State Veterinarian, Dr. John 
C. Shook. 

The restrictions were placed 
in effect to protect Maryland's 
multi-million dollar poultry in- 
dustry during the avian in- 
fluenza outbreak in Pennsy]- 
vania and Virginia. The quaran- 
tine in both states has now been 
lifted with the Pennsylvania 
action of October 4, 1984 

“Thus the immediate danger 
for our industry is past”’ 
Shook. He also expressed his 
appreciation to all segments of 
Maryland’s industry for their 
cooperation during the course 
of the disease. ‘‘It was certainly 


due, in large part, to this 
cooperative effort that only a 
few isolated cases of the disease

LOWER MILK PRICES AND HIGHER DAIRY FEED COTS 
SQUEEZE U.S., NORTHEAST AND MAYRLAND DAIRYMEN 
by John W. Wyson 

Milk-feed price ratios have tumbled to lower levels as milk 
prices decline and feed prices stay at high levels. The May 1983 
milk-feed ratio was 1.45, but by May 1984, the national! ratio had 
declined to only 1.31. Therefore, dairy farmers have restricted 
some of their grain feeding in search of optimum levels of feed 
input-relative to milk output. Not only grain and concentrate 
feeds but also hay costs have increased in the 1983-44 feeding year 
relative to a year earlier. 

In May 1983, dairy feeds with 16% protein averaged $184 per 
ton in the U.S. compared with $197 pet r ton y 198. The 
national ali milk (fluid and manufactur price dropped 
to $12.90 per cwt. in May 1984. The seasc ie. adjusted annual 
price for 1984 was projected to be $13.30 per cwt. compared with 
$13.85 (adjusted) per cwt. in May 1983 for the 1983 year. The 1977 
base period U.S. farm price for milk was $9.71 per cwt. This 
average consisted of a fluid grade price of $9.94 per cwt. and a 
manufacturing grade price of $8.71. This compares with the May 
1984 prices of $13.10 for fluid and $12.10 for manufacturing. 
Federal Milk Manufacturing Order No. 4, the Mid-Atlantic Milk 
Area, uses nearly 50 percent of its milk supplies for fluid uses 
compared with about 40 percent nationally.

Funding Proposal 
Veets {pprot al Of 
GCC Trustees 


A summary of a revised fund- 
ing proposal for Maryland’s 
community colleges was the 
main topic of discussion at a 
meeting of the Board of 
Trustees for Garrett Com- 
munity College Tuesday night. 

College President Randall 
Harman reviewed the proposal 
for the group and announced 
that the State Board for Com- 
munity Colleges unanimously 
endorsed the plan, which, if 
passed, will provide $12 million 
now dollare far Marvland’s 17 
community colleges. 

The college trustees agreed it 
was an acceptable proposal and 
would be quite a boost for GCC. 

If the proposed plan is ac- 
cepted by Governor Harry 
Hughes and the Maryland Gen- 
eral Assembly, Garrett Com- 
munity College would receive 
$213,000 in new funding for 
fiscal year 1986 

The plan would provide $315 
per FTE (fulltime equivalent 
student) for GCC. The FTE's 
would be based on the prior 
year attendance or the average 
enrollment of the 
previous three years, as 
opposed to the old method of 
trying to project FTEs. 

President Harman said of the 
proposal, ‘‘This will be a major 
step for us as will be 
developing a budget before we 
begin the year. It is also an 
equitable way of distributing 
funds for Pell Grant recipients 
Now, we'll know up front what 
our budget is and we will also be 
receiving our fair percentage of 
state aid.”

Tri-County Group 
Sets Priorities 

For Area Projects 


The Tri-County Council of 
Western Maryland developed a 
priority list Wednesday for area 
projects seeking Appalachian 
Regional Commission funding 

Ernest Gregg, Garrett 
County commissioner and 
chairman of TCC, said Wed- 
nesday afternoon that nine 
projects were listed, but that 
the first five, all Allegany 
County and Washington County 
projects, will probably be all 
that will be funded in this fiscal 
year. However, he noted, other 
money may be obtained to fund 
all or part of the nine projects. 

Two new Garrett County 
projects made the list, at the 
bottom. Gregg explained that 
because the projects were new 
was the major reason for being 
rated low in the priority listing. 
He added the projects were well 
received by TCC. 

The two projects were for an 
extension of street, water and 
sewer lines at the Central Gar- 
rett Industrial Park and for an 
expansion project at the Gar- 
rett County Airport. 

Tom Jones, Garrett County 
development director, ex- 
plained this morning that the 
total expected cost for the ex- 
tension into the 49-acre unde- 
veloped part of the Central Gar- 
rett Industrial Park is $252,000, 
however officials hope to secure 
at least enough to develop 18 
acres this fiscal year. Jones 
noted development of four busi- 
ness sites in the 18-acre area is 
the first phase of the project 
and is estimated to cost $85,000. 

The total project cost for the 
airport expansion is estimated 
at $4.7 million, Gregg said. Of 
that amount, $1.25 million will 
be sought from EDA and/or 
ARC. This money would be used 
for paving and drainage at the 
site, Gregg noted 

Other costs of the project will 
include $2.5 million for earth- 
moving, which will constitute 
the 20 percent local match to be 
provided by Garrett County. 
Gregg noted the figure is high 
because, ‘‘we will be moving a 
mountain and filling in a 
valley”. Gregg explained that 
the $2.5 million will be largely 
met with inkind services and 


business contributions. Many 
county businesses, who will 
benefit from the airport ex- 


pansion, have pledged to assist 
in the earth-moving phase of the 
project 

Other costs of the project will 
include $150,000 fencing, 
$350,000 for navigational aids, 
and $450,000 for general termi- 
nal equipment. Gregg noted 
that other government funding 
sources will he approached to

Rabies Cases 
Now Total 22 


The Garrett County Health 
Department officials have 
confirmed the 2lst and 22nd 
cases of rabies for 1984. The 
county’s second rabid skunk 
was killed October 14, and the 
19th raccoon was killed on the 
12th. 

Jerry Hebb ran over and kill- 
ed a raccoon on October 12 
along Route 219 south of Red 
House. Hebb then got out of his 
vehicle and threw the carcass 
over the embankment. After 
health officials removed the 
head, Hebb’s son buried the 
remains of the animal. Hebb 
and his son have been advised 
to seek their physician’s advice 


on whether they should receive " 


post-exposure rabies vaccine. 

The Harold Schmidt family 
has also been advised to seek 
their physician’s advice after 
their dogs were involved in a 
scuffle with a skunk which ap- 
peared in their yard at the inter- 
section of Mellinger and Spring 
Lick Roads near Curt’s Corner 
October 14. 

According to health depart- 
ment officials, the Schmidt's 
large dog was confronted with a 
skunk. The family’s small dog 
ran out of the house to join the 
fray and was attacked by the 
skunk which attempted to 
follow the small dog back into 
the house, and clawed at the 
closed door. Schmidt killed the 
skunk with a club and labs test 
in Baltimore confirmed the 
rabies diagnosis on Wednesday. 

The family’s large dog had 
recently been vaccinated 
against rabies and will need to 
be revaccinated and kept under 
close surveillance for three 
months. The small dog was 
euthanized at the county animal

Since then over 
50 people have volunteered 
their time from the beginning 
excavation work to the final 
touches. Many donations of ma- 
terials have been made. 

Habitat for Humanity, Inc. is 
a non-profit Christian housing 
ministry dedicated to helping 
people improve the conditions 
in which they are forced to live. 


Garrett Habitat is one of 60 
projects in the U.S. and there 
are 11 projects in other 
countries. 

The dedication ceremony is 
open to the public. 


Mt. Lake Council 
Votes To Reject 


Facilities Plan 

The mayor and town council 
of Mt. Lake Park voted to reject 
the Upper Youghiogheny Fa- 
cilities Plan until all the 
council's questions have been 
answered satisfactorily. 

A letter was sent July 12 to the 
Sanitary Commission regard- 
ing eight issues the town wants 
resolved but as of last Thurs- 
day’s meeting no response has 
been received. 

The town officials also have 
sent a letter to Sam Baker of the 
Department of State Planning 
informing him that the matter 
is of ‘‘grave concern to the town 
because of impact upon the 
residents of Mt. Lake Park.” 
Mayor Russell Alexander also 
said that he has gone on record 
in support of a requirement that 
all persons who are eventually 
served by the Trout Run treat- 
ment plan should be required to 
pay a pro-rated share of the 
past indebtedness of the plant 
as well as their fair share of any 
indebtedness which may be 
required to fund the proposed 
project. 


The letter also said that the 
town has no problem in 
concurring with the concept of 
the Upper Yough sewerage 
facilities plan.

The council is considering 
purchasing a computer for the 
office and the matter was 
discussed at great length during 
the October 11 meeting. Several 
prices have been quoted to the 
town but the council will seek at 
least two quotes from other 
companies before making any 
decision. 


Oakland Counceil

Revenue Decisions 

Oakland’s council made no 
decision Monday night on 
revenue sharing for the town’s 
budget or on Cablente-r- 
tainment’s request to drop two 
channels, add two channels and 
increase rates. 

No members of the public 
attended the revenue sharing 
hearing held at 4:30 in the town 
hall. Officials reviewed the pro- 
posed revenue sharing budget 
which would add $12,048 to the 
general budget and $21,657.80 to 
the water budget. 

Al Gencarella, a representa- 
tive from Cablentertainment, 
along with local representative 
Doug Reckart, presented infor- 
mation on the proposal and 
demonstrated the different 
channels. There were five 
persons present in addition to 
the council. 

The council plans to take 
action on both matters at the 
November 5 meeting. Mayor 
H.D. Swartzentruber and 
Councilman Von Johnson were 
absent from Monday’s session.

Sandwich Heritage Plantation. 
Sandwich is Cape Cod’s oldest 
town and the first permanent 
English settlement in 1637. 
Cranberry sand dunes 
and a large golf course were 
among the sights. While in 
Sandwich they toured the Sand- 
wich Glass Museum where 
glass was made between 
1825-1888. 

The seniors then toured Herit- 
age Plantation Museum of 
Americana where subjects in- 
cluded military history, fire- 
arms, displays of arts and 
crafts, and early tools. There 
was an antique carousel with 
hand carved animals. 

The Red Barn contained re- 
stored antique and classic auto- 
mobiles collected from 
1899-1937. A buffet luncheon was 
shared at the historic Dan’l 
Webster Inn, a tavern dating 
back to 1692 and once fre- 
quented by Daniel Webster. 

The group took a tour of 
Hyannis where they had a view 
of the Kennedy Compound anda 
visit to St. Francis Xavier 
Church where the Kennedys 
attend services. They travelled 
on to Provincetown on the 
northern point of Cape Cod. 
This was the site of the first 
landing of the Pilgrims in 1620. 
It was here that the Pilgrims 
signed the Mayflower Compact. 

The tour continued as they 
boarded a 90-foot research 
vessel and headed out to sea for 
a five-hour whale watch cruise. 
They saw seven whales.

Dr. George Dailey, transfer 
inselor for GCC, said that the 
campus vi by representa- 
tit f four-year institutions 
ire a way of making students 
aware of transfer options that 
are open to them. Dr. Dailey 
provides more extensive 
services through the transfer 
‘ffice, making students aware 
of what is available, and assist- 
ing with the development of a 
course of study at the college 
that will transfer successfully 
to the school of the student’s 
choice 
We like to get students to 
make those decisions as early 
as possible so that we can 
parallel as closely as possible 
the transfer school’s program 
in the first year or two,” Dr. 
Dailey said. “GCC offers a 
supermarket’ of course 
hoices, and it is the college's 
responsibility to put together 
programs that meet the 
students needs in relation to the 
transfer opportunity they 
desire 
In some programs, such as 
nursing, it is important to know 
what the transfer institution 
For example, the Uni- 
of Maryland at Balti- 
more will accept a full two 
years of courses at GCC, while 
future West Virginia University 
students would only take one 
year of courses here.
